THE DECADENCE OF CHEAP BOOKS. 


ACCORDING to the Philadelphia Press the 
outlook for the author and publisher is a dis- 
mal one. One of its staff has discovered that 
paper has fallen in value, typesetting machines 
have reduced the cost of composition, presses 
are run at a speed before unknown, while 
new machines fold, stitch, and cover the books 
as they come from the press and tie them in 


“bundles, which has enabled one New York firm, 


for instance, to make a contract to deliver 2,000,- 
000 complete paper-covered books at 24 cents 
a volume, and another cheap book firm to de- 
liver all of its large list by the thousand at 2} 
cents a volume, less five per cent. for cash. 
This, the Press thinks, will crowd the leading 
publishers to reduce the prices of the better 
class of literature, and force authors to a much 
greater extent than heretofore to assume the 
risk of issuing their books. This would indeed 
be an alarming state of affairs if it were true. 
The fact that there are houses in the United 
States which manufacture books by the million 
at absurdly low prices affects no one that we 
know of but these very houses. Any one who 
knows anything of the cost of paper, presswork, 
and the handling of this class of printed mat- 
ter can easily figure for himself how small the 
margin of profit must be for the manufacturer, 
even if he is in a position to dispose of it by the 
thousands. We have strong reasons to believe 
that the statement that ‘‘ millions” are con- 
tracted for is apocryphal. If the item of com- 
position and electrotyping, or keeping dupli- 
cate plates were added, the net profit would 
approach dangerously near to the vanishing 
point. 

As itis, these books—we presume they must be 
dignified with that name on the ground that By- 
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ron held a book to be ‘‘a book although there’s 
nothing in it’’—are printed from old plates by 
firms which made fair profits out of them ata 
time when they were unconsciously sowing the 
seed for the ‘‘ panic prices” they are reaping 
now. One firm, at least, which endeavored to 
compete with the older houses in this line, and 
which was obliged to make new plates for its 
books, ended in the sheriff’s hands after a short 
career. We believethat the only ones who are 
reaping a real profit from this enterprise are 
the cheap-John stores and push-cart vendors. 
Its influence upon literature is z#/, and neither 
author nor publisher feel their positions threat- 
ened in this direction, either now or in the 
future, 

The tendency at present is strongly in the 
direction of better-made rather than cheaper 
books. The recent lists of every publisher 
will bear us out inthis. When the works of a 
well-known living or dead author are now re- 
published they are likely to be in a dignified, 
definitive edition, at a cost proportionate to the 
workmanship put into good composition, paper, 
and presswork. And the demand for such 
work justifies the outlay and risk on the part 
of both the publisher and bookseller. As the 
American public has outgrown the ‘“‘ decal- 
comaniac”’ age of art, so is it surely if slowly 
shedding the -chrysalis of the ‘‘ cheap-and- 
nasty” book, and is beginning to set store by 
the choicest specimens of typographic art. In 
such a revival it is unnecessary to add that the 
author will have his share as certainly as the 
publisher, and need not as yet despair of the 
future. 





THE alarming discovery has been made that 
the bicycle, the subject of so much adulation 
and invective, is injuring the booksellers’ trade. 
It is not the periodical, the Sunday newspaper, 
‘*the reading circle,” the department store, or 
the discount muddle that is sapping the life of 
the book trade—but the bicycle! An acute ob- 
server has this summer studied out that, admit- 
ting that books never have the same sale in 
midsummer as in winter, despite the fact that 
paper-covered novels are in demand by the 
loungers on the sea-shore, this year there was 
a greater depression in the trade than usual. 
For this condition of affairs the wheelman is 
blamed. For, argues the acute observer, while 
the wheelman is indulging in his favorite pas- 
time he cannot, though running, read. When 
he gets home from his spin he is too tired to 
read, ergo the bookseller’s occupation is gone ! 
As the cycling craze is constantly growing, the 
result of its growth upon literature, as well as 
upon the book trade, might make an interest- 
ing study. 
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A TURKISH BOOKSELLER. 


THE person who writes the ‘‘ Booksellers’ 
Diary” in Jerome K. Jerome’s weekly paper 
Says: 

‘*T was sitting alone in the shop the other af- 
ternoon when in came a Turk, from Constanti- 
nople, to present a letter of introduction froma 
native friend. He proved to be a bookseller 
who was making a brief trip over here, not to 
contrast our respective methods of doing busi- 
ness, but simply because a recent earthquake 
had destroyed his shop in the Bazaar, and he 
was waiting until it pleased Fate to build hima 
fresh one. By the aid of his interpreter we got 
on fluently. He was a tall, well-formed man, 
with handsome features, flowing gray beard, 
and a dignity of manner which contrasted very 
favorably with our English fidgetiness. We 
had some black coffee and a long chat about 
business in general. 

‘*It appeared that my Turkish friend’s day’s 
work usually began about nine. Attended by 
his servant he went down to the Bazaar, and 
made that worthy bring out the stock in trade 
and display it to advantage. His principal 
books were alphabets; they cost about a shilling 
each, and were gorgeously illuminated with 
letters of scarlet and gold. Next to the alpha- 
bets his great standard work was the ‘ Book of 
Jokes of Nassr-ed-Din.’ 

‘‘After superintending the exhausting work of 
arranging his stock, my friend Abdullah would 
take a cup of black coffee and a smoke. Asa 
devout Mussulman, Abdullah, of course, repeat- 
ed his prayers five times a day, and the cus- 
tomers had to wait until his devotions were 
finished. This they did as a matter of course. 
Imagine my customers wanting to catch a train 
and calling for me whilst I tranquilly performed 
my devotions in the back parlor behind the 
shop! Dinner was brought to him in the mid- 
dle of the day, the finishing dish always con- 
sisting of pilaff, made of rice stewed in water 
with butter. Then came more black coffee, 
another smoke, andanap. He would probably 
sell about a dozen books a day. If an Un- 
believer wanted a religious book, Abdullah 
declined to sell it to him. His hour for closing 
the shop was always eleven o'clock (Turkish), 
which is an hour before sunset. 

‘I gathered from Abdullah’s explanations 
that he never did anything inahurry. He said 
that he found the Fast of Ramazan rather in- 
terfered with business when there was anything 
like a rush for alphabets. This fast was a 
movable one, and sometimes took place in sum- 
mer, sometimes in winter. It continued fora 
month. Abdullah went away, vowing that I 
got through more business in a couple of hours 
than he did in a year, and seemed to consider 
it rather niggardly that I didn’t give each cus- 
tomer a cup of coffee before he left the shop.”

RICHARD EsTERBROOK, founder and president 
of the Esterbrook Steel Pen Works Company, 
of Camden, N. J., died in that city on the 11th 
inst., aged eighty-three years. Mr. Esterbrook 
had been failing in health for some months 
past, but was confined to his bed only about a 
week. Richard Esterbrook was an orthodox 
Friend, born in Liskard, County Cornwall, 
England, in 1813. In 1859 he emigrated to 
Canada, but lived there but a short time, 
finally settling in Camden. Soon after his 
arrival in that city he started with his son 
Richard and James Burnsgrove, at the present 
site at the foot of Cooper Street, the first steel- 
pen factory in the United States. They em- 
ployed ten hands, but the works are now the 
most extensive in the country, and their product 
goes to every quarter of the globe.

Esterbrook was a leader in the Society of 
Friends. He leaves a widow and one daughter, 
Mrs. Frank Wood, of Plainfield, N. J. He 
was buried in Hillside Cemetery, Plainfield, on 
the afternoon of the 14th inst.

NEW RULE REGARDING REPRINTS OF ENG-

rem duty of 124 per cent. on reprints of English 
copyright books will no longer be collected, 
and that the duty will be at the tariff rate of 
six cents per pound.
